WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy warned the steel 
industry today that government 
action m ight be necessary if steel 
prices go up this fall. He also 
said such action might hike de­ 
fense costs by half a billion dol­ 
lars. 


The President issued the warn 
ing, his second in a little over a 
week, in identical letters to 
12 
m ajor steel company executives. 
There was no immediate industry 
com m ent. 


Kennedy had urged the steel 
com panies to hold the line on pri­ 
ces in an Aug. 30 news confer­ 
ence 
statem ent, 
but 
m ade 
no 
mention of possible government 
action. 


In his letters today, Kennedy 
said “ restrictive m onetary a n d 
fiscal m easures” by the govern­ 
m ent m ay be necessary if the 
steel com panies don’t hold the 
line on prices this fall. 


He m ade no mention of price 
controls and it was not clear 
w hat he had in mind. Government 
experts use the world m onetary 
in connection with interest rales 
Tho word fiscal appeared to refer 
to tax rates.
